Alma Record, was a caller at the 
Avalanche office last week one 
day.

planting chrysanthemums into the 
bare spots: vacated by-.wegetables. 

Chrysanthemums will be found ac- 
commodating in the matter of being 
moved, even up to the time when 
they are ready to set flower. 

Exercise more than. usual care 
and lift a large ball of soil with thé 
roots. Try to avoid breaking any 
More af the feeding roots than {s 
absolutely necessary.
